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EVANGELISM

IMPORTANCE 


HE PREACHING OF GOD’S WORD is important 

} for it is the foundation of evangelism, for it 

is through the preaching of the Word of God 

that people are brought into the light so they can see 

their need of God. Psalm 119:105, “Thy word is a lamp 

unto my feet, and a light unto my path.” In order 

for individuals to see their way how to come out from 

darkness, they must have the light of God’s Word to 

guide them. It is the Word of God that tells us the right 

and the wrong, the things that we are not to do and 
the things that we are to do. 

In Paul’s defense, or testimony, before King Agrippa, 
he tells the king that God sent him to the gentiles to 
preach the Word unto them “to open their eyes, and 
to turn them from darkness to light, and from the power 
of Satan unto God, that they may receive forgiveness 
of sins and inheritance among them which are sanctified 
by faith that is in me” (Acts 26:18). If it was necessary 
for Paul to preach the Word of God in his day to turn 
the people from darkness into the light, it is also neces- 
sary for us to do the same today, for it is through and 
by the preaching of the gospel that people are begotten 
unto a living hope (1 Corinthians 4:15). 

It is also through and by the preaching of the Word 
of God that men and women are born again (1 Peter 1:23). 
Jesus tells us in Luke 8:11 “The seed is the word of 
God.” The seed which is the Word of God must be 
sown in the life of the individual. That seed, being 
moistened or nourished by the power of the Holy Spirit, 
will germinate in that life and cause the individual 
to become so uncomfortable he will begin to repent, 
confessing his sins and calling upon God for mercy. 
Then God for Christ’s sake will save the individual, 
and he will be born again of the Spirit of the living God. 

The results are far better when the Word of God is 
preached under the anointing of the Holy Spirit, for 
from the very beginning, it was through the moving 
of the Holy Ghost that God sent unto us His holy 
@::: 2 Peter 1:20, 21, “Knowing this first, that no 








ophecy of the scripture is of any private interpretation. 
or the prophecy came not in old time by the will of 
man: but holy men of God spake as they were moved 
y the Holy Ghost.” Therefore, men that hope to be 
uccessful today need to be full of the Holy Ghost as 
they preach the Word of God. 
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MASS EVANGELISM 


MASS EVANGELISM has always been effec- 
tive. Jesus preached to the multitude. Matthew 5:1, 
“And seeing the multitudes, he went up into a mountain.” 
Matthew 9:33, “And when the devil was cast out, the 
dumb spake: and the multitudes marvelled, saying, 
It was never so seen in Israel.” The Apostle Paul preached 
to the multitudes. Acts 13:44, “And the next sabbath day 
came almost the whole city together to hear the word 
of God.” Also the Apostle Peter preached to the multi- 
tudes. Acts 4:4, “Howbeit many of them which heard 
the word believed; and the number of the men was about 
five thousand.” 

At this point, there is one thing that is worthy of 
our attention, and that is that Jesus, Paul and Peter 
did more than just preach the Word of God unto the 
people. They healed their sick, cast out the devils, et 
cetera, and if we are true disciples of Jesus Christ and 
have faith in Him, we can, and should do the same 
things today. Jesus our Lord said in John 14:12, “He 
that believeth on me, the works that I do shall he do 
also; and greater works than these shall he do; because 
I go unto my Father.” Mark 9:23, “Jesus said unto him, 
If thou canst believe, all things are possible to him 
that believeth.” Hebrews 13:8, “Jesus Christ the same 
yesterday, and today, and forever.” 

For mass evangelism to be effective, the evangelist 
must be full of the Spirit of God. Our Lord and the 
men who were so successful in the early evangelistic 
program were all full of the Holy Ghost. Luke 4:1, “And 
Jesus being full of the Holy Ghost returned from Jordan, 
and was led by the Spirit into the wilderness.” This 
was true also with the Apostle Peter. We find in Acts 
4:8, “Then Peter, filled with the Holy Ghost, said unto 
them, Ye rulers of the people, and elders of Israel.” 
The same was true with the great Apostle Paul. Acts 
13:9, “Then Saul, (who also is called Paul,) filled with 
the Holy Ghost, set his eyes on him.’ This was also 
the experience of the evangelist Stephen. Acts 7:55, 
“But he, being full of the Holy Ghost, looked up sted- 
fastly into heaven, and saw the glory of God, and Jesus 
standing on the right hand of God.” This is the reason 
Barnabas was so successful. We read about him in Acts 
11:24, “For he was a good man, and full of the Holy 
Ghost and of faith: and much people was added unto 
the Lord.” 

Now, if we expect many people to be saved and added 
to the Lord today, we, also, must be full of the Holy 
Ghost. When the evangelist is full of the Spirit of God, 
it is not necessary for him to tell funny things to hold 
the attention of the people, for the Holy Spirit of God 
can and will arrest the attention of the people. It was 
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said of the early evangelists, “For it seemed good to 
the Holy Ghost, and to us.” If we are expecting real 
success, we must do those things that are pleasing unto 
the Holy Spirit of God, 

In mass evangelism, the minister, the choir leader, 
the choir, the special singers and the personal workers 
all need to be filled with the old-time Holy Ghost, heaven- 
sent power. The preaching, the singing and the testi- 
monies will then be under the direct inspiration and 
anointing of the Holy Ghost, and real results will come. 
Remember what God accomplished through Martin 
Luther, John and Charles Wesley, George Whitefield, 
D. L. Moody, Billy Sunday, and even today, Oral Roberts, 
Billy Graham, and our own Vep Ellis. To what can one 
attribute the success of Billy Graham? It can only be 
attributed to the gospel of Jesus Christ preached in 
its simplicity. 

We should remember and believe what our Lord said 
in John 12:32, “And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all men unto me.” Of all things, Jesus Christ 
is to be the center of attention. He is to be the drawing 
power. The Bible simply states that if we will lift Him 
up, He will draw all men unto Him. This is what the 
Apostle Paul did, and that is why he was so successful. 
That is why he wrote to the church in Corinth in 1 
Corinthians 2:2, “For I determined not to know any 
thing among you, save Jesus Christ, and him crucified.” 


SUNDAY SCHOOL 


EVANGELISM IN THE Sunday School—yes, 
in the classroom—is one of our greatest opportunities 
to win souls to Jesus. If the purpose of the Sunday 
School is not to win souls to Jesus, there is no real 
reason to have Sunday School. The greatest Teacher of 
all times said of Himself, “For the Son of man is come 
to seek and to save that which was lost,” Luke 19:10. 
The superintendent, Sunday School teachers and all the 
officials need to be Spirit-filled and soul-winners in order 
to be qualified to work in the Sunday School. 

Once, while I was pastoring a church, we had a class 
of teen-age girls with twenty-one unsaved girls in the 
class. One Sunday morning I heard shouts of praise un- 
to God coming from that Sunday School room. They did 
not march from the classroom until I was ready to 
preach; then they came in praising and blessing God. 
What had taken place? While in that Sunday School 
room, under the direction of their fine, Spirit-filled teach- 
er, the girls got under conviction as she was teaching 
them. One girl fell on her- knees and began to confess 
her sins and cry out for mercy. Consequently, twenty 
of the girls were saved that morning. That night, the 
other girl was saved. I had the privilege of taking these 
girls into the Church and baptizing them. Many of these 
girls today «are still going on with God and are fine 
workers in the Church. 

What a golden opportunity the teacher has to bring 
children to Jesus Christ. Those that are won to the Lord 
are won to Him while they are young and tender. It 
is so easy to sow the Word of God as seed into the hearts 
of the little ones, and while they are tender they can 
be brought to Jesus Christ. That is the time they should 
be won, and then brought up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord: We cannot afford to let our 
Sunday School become a society or just a place for people 
to get together and have a good time. The burden of 
the pastor, the superintendent, the officials, and all

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teachers of the Sunday School should be this one thing, 
“O Lord, help me as an official or teacher, to win. to 
Jesus Christ all those that come to Sunday School.” 
je Many Sunday Schools, I am afraid, are operated from 
a standpoint of society—a place to get together, without 
any thought of trying to win the lost to Jesus Christ. This 
should never be in our church or Sunday School. Pastors, 
please allow me to admonish you to get your teachers 
together and try to show them the importance of win- 
ning to Jesus Christ those that come into their classes. 
Help them to realize that God is going to hold them 
responsible for those that come into and go out of 
their Sunday School classes each Sunday. 
When we fail to realize that our Sunday School is one 
of our most fertile fields of evangelism, we certainly 
are missing the mark. As a matter of fact, all services 


should be dedicated to the spirit of evangelism. During - 


the Sunday morning service, the Sunday eyening service, 
the Sunday School time, prayer-meeting time, and all 
other times, we should be thinking of the lost that 
do not know Jesus Christ. The predominate —— 
should be the salvation of the lost. 

The Sunday School has another strong arm of evan- 
gelism. This is the branch Sunday School. Go across 
town and start a branch Sunday School with a few 
little children. Some children will get saved, and older 


people will be saved, also. Soon you will have a new 


church. All well-established churches should start a 
branch Sunday School. If all of them would do this, how 
wonderful it would be! Let us do it now. 


PERSONAL EVANGELISM 


PERSONAL EVANGELISM is not to be over- 
looked. Personal evanelism can be one of our most 
effective ways to win the lost. In other words, when 
all other ways have failed, then resort to personal evan- 
gelism. What do we mean by personal evangelism? It 
means to go to the individual as one person, and show 
our interest in him concerning his salvation. . 

Our Lord gave us a very beautiful example of this 
when he preached that great sermon on the new birth 
to one individual, Nicodemus. This is recorded in John 
3:5, “Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be 
born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God.” In the seventh verse He said, 
“Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye must be born 
again.” This personal sermon to Nicodemus, a ruler of 
the Jews, had its effect. According to the Scriptures, 
he himself became a disciple of Jesus Christ (John 7:50, 
51; 19:39). 

We also see and hear our Lord preaching that great 
sermon on the living water to the one woman at the 
well in John 4. She, too, was converted. We hear her say 
in John 4:29, “Come, see a man, which told me all things 
that ever I did: is not this the Christ?” Yes, praise God, 
through the personal evangelism of our Lord, this woman 
was brought to know Jesus Christ. She, herself, became 
a personal worker. She went up into the city to tell 
them personally that Jesus Christ had come and that 
she had found Him. If Jesus Christ could take off time 
to do personal evangelism, what can we, as poor, 
insignificant human beings, say about our neglect? 

Those of us who profess to be filled with the Spirit 
of God are obligated to witness unto Him. Acts 1:8, “After 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
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Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” We are admonished by our Lord in Luke 
14:23, “And the lord said unto the servant, Go out into 
the highways and hedges, and compel them to come in, 
that my house may be filled.” Yes, we are admonished 
by Him and commanded to go out into the streets and 
lanes of the cities, into the highways and hedges, looking 
for individuals and compel them to come in that the 
house of God may be filled. 

As ministers, Christians, and disciples of the Lord 


Jesus Christ, we need to go out into the fields, the fac- 


tories, the. highways—everywhere or anywhere we can 
find an individual—and tell them the wonderful story 
of Jesus Christ. Some might say, “Well, they will give 
no heed to what I say to them.” If they do not give 


heed to your pleadings, then you have done what the 


Lord tells you to do. We find Him saying in Matthew 
24:14, “And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached 
in all the world for a witness unto all nations; and 
then shall the end come.” He wants us to be a witness 
of His saving grace. We should tell people how wonderful 
Jesus Christ is, what it means to have our sins for- 
given, and how happy we are since we have become 
Christians. 

I have personally known of individuals that could 
not be won by other than a personal touch. Through 
some individual’s going to them personally and show- 
ing their personal interest, they surrendered and gave 
themselves unto. God, and became happy Christians. 
Many times it takes more grace to go to an individual 
personally, than to give your. testimony in church or to _ 
preach a sermon. What joy one will have after he has 
gone to someone personally and won him to Jesus Christ.

. "THE SPREADING OF TRACTS and Christian 
literature is a very fine way to.get the gospel’ to the 
lost.:Here is a wonderful field in evangelism.

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TRUSTEES 
of the 
GOSPEL

“Put in trust with the gospel,” 1 Thessalonians 2:4. 
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had been entrusted with the gospel. He wrote to 

Titus, “God ... hath in due times manifested his 
word through preaching, which is committed unto me 
according to the commandment of God,” Titus 1:2, 3. 
And to Timothy he writes of “. . . the glorious gospel 
of the blessed God, which was committed to my trust,” 
2 Timothy 1:11. In our text he writes to the Thessa- 
lonians, that “as we were allowed of God to be put in 
trust with the gospel, even so we speak.” If the gospel 
is a trust, everyone who has received the gospel has, in 
a sense, become a trustee of the gospel. Everyone who 
has received the privilege of the pardon of Calvary has 
received the responsibility of keeping (guarding, contend- 
ing for) the faith and passing it on.

In our legal world of today we have a modern-da 
parable of what Paul meant when he said that he was 
put in trust with the gospel. What I speak of is known 
as a trust. Let us brush up on the different aspects of a 
trust. 
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What a heal J, 


“Trust, an arrangement by which property is handed 


e. or vested in a person, in the trust or confidence that 


he will use and dispose of it for the benefit of another.’’*

Apart from the party making the trust, there are the 
following persons involved: “The person who holds prop- 
erty in trust is a trustee; the person for whose benefit 
he holds is called cestui que trust (he that has the bene- 
fit of the trust).’* 


Dvties of the Se 


“The main duties of trustees are to place the trust 
property in a proper state of security, to keep it (if per- 
sonalty) in safe custody, and properly invest and dis- 
tribute it. A trustee must be careful not to place himself 
in a position where his interest might clash with his 
duty.”** 

In considering a trust we notice that there are three 
parties involved: the party making the trust, the party 
benefiting from the trust, and the party administering 
the trust. With this in mind let us consider the gospel. 
Are these three parties involved in the trust of the gos- 
pel? “For God so loved the world that He gave His only 
begotten Son that whosoever believeth ... (but) how 
shall they believe in Him of whom they have not heard? 
and how shall they hear without a preacher?” God, our 
heavenly Father, is the party making the trust, the 
world (whosoever) is the party benefiting from the trust, 
and the preacher, the proclaimer of the good news, is 
the party administering the trust. Preacher in this sense 
is not necessarily a minister as opposed to a member. In 
Acts 8:4, we read: “Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad went every where preaching the word.” In this 
case it was the members of the church, not the apostles, 
who were scattered and preached. 


The Party Making the Trust 


AS FAR AS THE LAW is concerned, anyone 
(theoretically) can make a trust, but there are two 
practical considerations: First, he must have the neces- 
sary disposition; second, he must have the means. With- 
out the necessary disposition no trust was ever estab- 
lished, whether for the benefit of some friend or relative, 
or for the furtherance of some great cause, as our 
twentieth-century, philanthropic foundations or trusts 
for medical, educational and scientific purposes. Included 
in that disposition is the vision of a need and a compas- 
sionate affection toward the person or persons suffering 
this need. Our heavenly Father had such a disposition 
toward wayward and sinful man. He “so loved” the world 
that He gave heaven’s best that man might become a 
partaker of the divine nature and drink of the fountain 


@: eternal life. We can talk about the need of man and 


read what the Bible has to say, but the mind of man 
will never grasp, as the Infinite did, the utter lostness,

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ruin and degradation of man. What should move Him to 
tenderness, affection and love toward a rebellious, un- 
godly, wicked race of men is the mystery and secret of 
infinite love. As the poet asked, “Why should He love me 
so?” 

Then, too, the terrible condition of man required a 
tremendous price for the purchase of his salvation. Neith- 
er among men nor angels was such a price to be found. 
No sacrifice, but God’s sacrifice, was sufficient. “For it 
is not possible that the blood of bulls and ‘of goats 
should take away sins,” Hebrews 10:4. “Ye were not 
redeemed with corruptible things, as silver and gold, ... 
but with the precious blood of Christ,” 1 Peter 1:18, 19. 
So, God gave His only begotten Son, heaven’s Jewel, as 
the price of our redemption. He died in our stead that 
we might live in Him. He who was rich became poor, that 
we, through His poverty, might become rich. He is the 
Way, the only Way; but, thank God, there is The Way. 
“There is none other name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved.” Thank God, there is 
His name! 

Not only did God have the willingness and the means 
to establish a trust, but He did, in fact, establish just 
that. And it was He who designated the beneficiaries 
of that trust and the rules under which they could be- 
come partakers. Also, it was He who established the 
trustees and the rules governing their administration. 

The Party Benefiting From the Trust 

A trust always designates the cestui que trust, and so 
does the gospel. 

“My little children, these things write I unto you, that 
ye sin not. And if any man sin, we have an advocate 
with the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous: And he is 
the propitiation for our sins: and not for ours only, but 
also for the sins of the whole world,” 1 John 2:1, 2. The 
whole world! “For God so loved the world .. .” The 
whole world! “It is not the will of the Father that any 
should perish.” No, not a single one! Whosoever will may 
come. 

Let us look at a tuberculosis foundation and hospital 
as an illustration. It states simply that anyone, regard- 
less of race, color or creed, may receive treatment—any- 
one suffering from tuberculosis. That is how it is with 
the gospel. As when Moses lifted the brazen serpent on 
high, whosoever will may look and live. There is a stand- 
ing invitation: “Come unto me.” 

What then are the rules of receiving? Under what 
terms can one become a partaker and beneficiary of this 
trust? We have the answer in the first recorded message 
of Jesus in Mark 1:15, “Repent ye, and believe the gos- 
pel”—repentance and faith, turning from sin and turn- 
ing to God, leaving Egypt and entering Canaan—forsak- 
ing sin and accepting Christ. Yes, “The gospel .. . is 
the power of God unto salvation to every one that be- 
lieveth,” but “how shall they believe in him of whom 
they have not heard? ... Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God.” Romans 10:14, 17. Then, 
here is the reason that God made every Christian a 
trustee of the gospel. © 


The Party Administering the Trust 


QUALIFICATIONS: “The trustees of the 
gospel are chosen and approved of God. God called the 
prophets, and Christ called the apostles. Every true 
Christian minister is called of God. The Church is God’s

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Babel the people were scattered abroad over the 

face of the earth. Yet man did not lose his 
identity — God knows each person by name; He knows 
the families from which each one descends. Thus the 
Shemite portion of the human family is recorded in 
minute detail, and from this family God selected the 
founder of a new nation, the progenitor of a chosen 
people. 

The Shemites had fallen deeply into idolatry, but 
Abram found no satisfaction in the idol worship of 
Chaldea. There was an instinctive craving and yearning 
for the true God in his soul. He stood on the threshold of 
a new era when there came the challenging call “Get 
thee out,” or, as in the Hebrew, “Go for thyself.” God’s 
command was explicit. Whether audible or in a dream, 
Abram recognized it as divine; and it was this knowledge 
that animated and guided him through the many trials 
he later faced. With every blessing there is also a precept; 
we cannot obtain the one without the other. The first 
call was not to a specific place by name but “unto a 
land I will shew thee.” The Scripture says, “He went out, 
not knowing whither he went.” First, he heard; knowing 
the call to be divine, he then obeyed. 

In our midst, there are many young men and women 
now standing on the threshold of their life’s work—noi 
through their own choice, but the divine choice rests 
upon them. Having been chosen by God, there is no 
alternative for them. The voice that called was author- 
itative and commanding. They, with Jeremiah, can say 
“But his word was in mine heart as a burning fire shut up 
in my bones, and I was weary with forbearing, and I 
could not stay,” Jeremiah 29:9. 

Many had chosen other fields of labor for themselves. 
Some had chosen law and dreamed of the time when 
they would stand before the bar. Others planned lives 
of service to mankind by studying medicine. Many and 
varied were the fields they had chosen, but the clear 
revelation from God left no doubt as to what they must 
do. As with Abram, the voice said “Get thee out.” Let the 
man of God first know beyond the shadow of doubt that 
he has heard this call. A mere professional preparation is 
not enough; it is not even essential. One may go through 
the whole routine of school and college; He may even 
be a graduate of a seminary, but he will find that the 
outward preparation is not enough. There must be the 
unmistakable divine voice saying “Go.” 

One of the strong characteristics of a man called of 
God is humbleness. He feels a deep sense of unworthiness. 
The prophet Isaiah in relating his divine call said, “I 
saw the Lord sitting upon a throne high and lifted up, 
and his train filled the temple.” Indispensable in prepara- 
tion for service is a vision of God. He must be seen as 
the only true God, the Lord of Hosts. Immediately Isaiah 
cried “Woe is me for I am undone. I am a man of un- 
clean lips and I dwell in the midst of a people of unclean 
lips.” 

Moses, when called of God, demurred, saying “I am 
slow of speech and slow of tongue.” 

Jeremiah cried “Ah, Lord God! Behold I cannot speak 
for I am a child.” 

But the call is not optional, it is imperative. The 
Apostle Paul said, “Woe is me if I preach not the gospel.” 

A venerable teacher is said to have told his class of 
young ministers, “If any of you can get to heaven with- 
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out preaching then don’t preach.” Men who are truly 
called of God will not be deterred by the difficulty or 
painfulness of the service to which they are called. 


The man called of God must be a student of tne® & 


Word. Paul admonished Timothy, “Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth.” You are 
not commissioned to preach yourself or your philosophy 
but “Preach the word, be instant in season, out of 
season; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all longsuffering 
and doctrine.” 

To build a fine church edifice is not the sign of a good 
preacher; to build elaborate parsonages is not enough. 
These accomplishments are commendable, but the one 
great object in preaching is to make people acquainted

with Christ. “It is often said of Abraham and the patri- 
archs that they built altars to the Lord; it is never said 
they built homes for themselves,” Wordsworth. 


DAVID BRAINARD used to say: “I care not 
where I go, or what hardships I endure, so long as I 
can see souls won to Christ. When I sleep I dream of 
these things, and when I awake it is my first thought. 
All my desire is to the conversion of souls, and all my 
hope is in God.” 

One of the greatest blessings in the study of God’s 
Word is that it generates faith in the heart of the reader. 
We are not to sit idly and wait for some miraculous kind 
of feeling. It is through avid study of God’s word, taking 
it just as it is written and appropriating it in our lives, 
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that we see faith in action. Romans 10:17 “Faith cometh 
by hearing and hearing by the word of God.” The meéas- 
ure of our faith is the measure of blessing we shall be 
to others. 

Impressions will deceive; feeling may lead us astray, 
but, with faith anchored in the Word of God, we have a 
solid foundation. There is no substitute for the study- 
ing of God’s Word. In 1 Samuel 3:21 we read, “For the 
Lord revealed himself to Samuel in Shiloh by the word 
of the Lord.” The Word is our source of spiritual life. 
It is given by God and is “profitable for doctrine, for 
reproof, for correction, for instruction in righteousness: 
That the man of God may be perfect, throughly furnished 
unto all good works.” Let us never lightly esteem the 
Word; let us cling to it tenaciously, and, as David of old, 





cry “Take not the word of truth utterly out of my mouth.” 

Great emphasis should be put on the importance of 
love in a minister’s life. A mere passive love is not enough. 
There must be a deep vibrant passion for the multitude 
of men and women who are treading the downward way. 
Natural love is not enough, for oftentimes the minister 
is rebuffed. It will take the great overflowing love of 
God to love the unlovely and the unlovable. As Jesus, 
ooking out over Jerusalem cried: “Oh Jerusalem, Jerusa- 
em ... how often would I have gathered thy children 
together, even as a hen gathereth her chickens under 
her wings, and ye would not,” so will the heart of a true 
minister, looking out over a world that is indifferent and 
unconcerned, cry aloud. His is not a work of duty but of 
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love. Duty wearies with its demands, but love is Christ 
constraining and knows no limit. The great Apostle Paul 
was stoned, beaten, shipwrecked and in peril by day and 
by night; yet, because of the love in his heart, he kept 
on. The love of Christ constrained him. Love is a mighty 
compelling force and will find an outlet in the true min- 
ister’s life. God loved and God gave.—“For God so loved 
the world that he gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” The man of God will not count his life dear 
unto himself but will be willing to spend and be spent in 
the winning of souls. He will be made all things to all 
men, that he might by all means save some. In Hebrews 
6:10, we are told “For God is not unrighteous to forget 
your work and labour of love, which ye have shewed 
toward his name in that ye have ministered to the saints, 
and do minister.” God is not slack concerning his prom- 
ises. In due time, He will reward. 

Yes, the challenging call came to Abram, to Moses, 
to Amos and to the disciples. As in Bible days He still 
calls—Moffat and Livingston, into Africa; Carey, into 
India; Judson, into Burma. Far too numerous to be 
named are the men that have been called. Not only were 
they called; they obeyed, having respect unto the recom- 
pence of reward. 

Too great a sacrifice you say? It was not so with Peter 
and John; though in prison and beaten, they rejoiced 
that they were worthy to suffer shame for His name. 
Livingston, when speaking of the sacrifice he had made, 
said, “People talk of the sacrifice I have made in spend- 
ing so much of my life in Africa. Can that be called 
a sacrifice which is simply paid back as a small part of a 
great debt owed to our God, which we can never repay? 
Is that a sacrifice which brings its own best reward in 
healthful activity, the consciousness of doing good, peace 
of mind, and a bright hope of a glorious destiny here- 
after? Away with the word in such a view, and with 
such a thought! It was emphatically no sacrifice. Say 
rather it is a privilege. Anxiety, sickness, suffering, or 
danger now and then with a foregoing of the common 
conveniences and charities of this life, may make us 
Pause, and cause the spirit to waver and the soul to 
sink; but let this only be for a moment. All these are 
nothing when compared with the glory which shall here- 
after be revealed in and for us. I never make a sacrifice. 
Of this we ought not to talk when we remember the great 
sacrifice which He made who left His Father’s throne 
on high to give Himself for us: ‘Who being the bright- 
ness of his glory, and the express image of his person, 
and upholding all things by the word of his power, when 
he had by himself purged our sins, sat down on the right 
hand of the Majesty on high,’ ” David Livingstone. 

God’s command to Abram was “Get thee out,” but 
that was not all. He said, “I will bless thee, and make 
thy name great; and thou shalt be a blessing.” The 
blessing was a recompence for the deprivations entailed 
upon him by forsaking the place of his birth and his 
kindred. 

Young Man, Young Woman, have you heard that divine 
call, “Go ye”? Fear not to begin your pilgrimage. [to 
with your faith imbedded in the Word of God. Go with a 
heart filled with love and compassion for souls, and you 
will have a constant companion by your side for He has 
promised, “Go .. ..and lo I am with you always even 
unto the end of the world.” Amen.

chosen company of trustees of the gospel. Christian na- 
tions are providentially appointed for its custodianship. 
Certain qualifications are required in the trustees, in 
order that they may be approved of God. 

First, they must hold the truth themselves, “not of er- 
ror” (the Greek of verse 3). The principal requisites are 
an understanding of and a belief in the gospel. 

Second, they must live in accordance with the truth, 
“nor of uncleanness.” The trustee of the holy gospel must 
be a regenerate man. Otherwise his conduct will damage 
the gospel which he holds. 

Third, they must be honest in the discharge of the 
trust, “nor in guile.” No self-seeking, double-dealing, or 
men-pleasing can be permitted in the trustees of the 
gospel. They must be sincerely devoted to the truth that 
is entrusted to them.” 


Duties to the Trust Property 


Let us look at the paragraph on the duties of the 
trustee again. This time let us examine it in three parts. 
“The main duties of trustees are to place the trust 
property in a proper state of security, to keep it (if 
personalty) in safe custody.” First of all, the trustee of 
the gospel is a guardian of the gospel. He should en- 
deavor to keep it pure and holy and untampered with. 
He has no right to add to or subtract from the gospel. 
As Paul said, “The gospel which I preached unto you” 
is “received” and “according to the scriptures,” 1 Corin- 
thians 15:1-3. He should “earnestly contend for the faith 
which was once (for all) delivered unto the saints,” 
Jude 3. He is custodian of the full gospel. The state- 
ment of his duties continue thus: “and properly invest 
and distribute it.” It seems that the framers of this had 
in mind the parables of the talent and the sower. 
So the trustee of the gospel is not only guardian and 
custodian but also investor and distributor of the gospel. 
He is to invest the talents that his Lord has given 
him and sow the gospel seed. The gospel is of such a 
nature that it is natural for those who respond to it to 
tell others of it (John 1:40, 41). 

Now the final sentence from this statement of duties. 
“A trustee must be careful not to place himself in a 
position where his interest might clash with his duty.” 
In other words, he should be careful not to allow himself 
to get in a place where what he wants to do would con- 
flict with what he should do. There is an obligation 
upon everyone who has become a partaker of the gospel 
to send it forth into all the world. Paul felt that way 
concerning himself, and said, “woe is unto me, if I preach 
not the gospel!” However, at the same time he realized 
that reward comes through willingness. “For if I do 
this willingly, I have a reward,” 1 Corinthians 9:16, 17. 
May we ever be delivered from the evil one who con- 
tinually tries to make us put our self-interest in op- 
position to our service to God. We must be willing trustees 
of the gospel. 


Duties to the Other Parties 


We have already considered some of the duties of the 
trustee as relating to the trust property. Now let us 
look at some of the duties and relationships of the 


trustee as relating to the other parties involved in the 
trust. In a way, the trustee stands between the party 
making the trust and the party benefiting from the 
trust. And in that sense he is a representative of both. 
Every Christian is an “ambassador for Christ.” He is an 
incarnation of “eternal life.” He is God’s royal represen- 
tative. Paul uses a twofold illustration to explain our 
representation. “Now then we are ambassadors for 
Christ, (1) as though God did beseech you by us (here 
God is the active agent; we are the instruments): (2) 
we pray you in Christ’s stead (here we are the active 
personal agents, but acting in the name of and repre- 
senting Christ), be ye reconciled to God,” 2 Corinthians 
5:20. We are the instruments and representatives of 
God in declaring the word of reconciliation to the world. 
As such it is very necessary to have the mind of Christ 
(Philippians 2:5). And His mind was to push back the 
frontier and go on and on “into the next towns” (Mark 
1:38) with the word of life. Before He ascended, He 
made His will plain: “Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature,” Mark 16:15. All 
the power of heaven and earth is behind us. 


The trustee is also the representative of the cestui que 
trust, which in this case is “whosoever will.” The wel- 
fare and rightful dues of the beneficiary should be up- 
permost in the mind of the trustee. So trustees of the 
gospel are not only royal representatives of God but also 
a “royal priesthood” (1 Peter 2:9) to make intercession 
“for all men,” 1 Timothy 2:1. Too often, prayer is looked 
upon as a secret weapon or a guided missile—to be used 
only in dire necessity, and rarely. We need to take it 
out of the classified files and put it to work for the 
evangelization of the world. It is a guided missile and 
very effective, but it must be used if it gives results. 


As the trustee is a representative of the two parties, 
he is responsible to both. First, the representative 
of the gospel is responsible to God. “For the kingdom of 
heaven is as a man travelling into a far country, who 
called his own servants, and delivered unto them his 
goods .. . After a long time the lord of those servants 
cometh, and reckoneth with them,” Matthew 25:14, 19. 
Yes, our Lord is coming and there is a reckoning day 
ahead. We are answerable for that which He has com- 
mitted into our hands. “Moreover it is required in stew- 
ards, that a man be found faithful,” 1 Corinthians 4:2. 


The trustee is also responsible to the beneficiary. Ob- 
ligation entails responsibility. And it is clear that we, as 
Christians, are obligated and, therefore, responsible to 
God. It is not so often realized that we are obligated 
and, therefore, bear a responsibility to the lost and dying 
around the world, also. Paul said: “I am debtor both to 
the Greeks, and to the Barbarians; both to the wise, 
and to the unwise. So, as much as in me is, I am ready 
to preach the gospel . . .” Romans 1:14, 15. We might ask, 
“Paul, you do not mean that you owe it to the heathen 
to take them the gospel? Do you not mean that you owe 
it to God to take them the gospel? Do you not mean 
that you are doing the heathen a favor to take them 
the gospel?” I hear him, who bore about in his body the 
dying of the Lord Jesus, answer: “No, I understand m 
debt to God, but I also understand my debt to th 
heathen. The gospel that I received was given to me to be 
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given to others. I owe it to others to give them the gos- 
pel.” Every trustee of the gospel is a debtor. 


A Sevenfold Comparison to the Legal Trustee 


Following are seven statements which throw light on 
the office of a legal trustee. With each there is a seed 
thought for the trustee of the gospel. 


1. “A trustee’s is not a compulsory office, but gratui- 
tous; but if he once accept he is not at liberty afterward 
to renounce, unless the trust deed contain a provision 
enabling him to do so, or the court for good reasons dis- 
charge him.’* 

No one is forced to become a trustee of the gospel, but 
anybody can, by the grace of God. A Christian is not at 
liberty to renounce his trusteeship of the gospel, unless 
he renounce the blessings of the gospel as well. And 
there is such a thing as discharge for disqualification. 


2. “A trustee cannot delegate the office to a third 
person, but continues personally bound to do his duty.’’* 

A Christian is personally bound to his trusteeship; it 
cannot be delegated to another. 


3. “Where there are several trustees appointed, the 
office is considered joint, so that if one dies, the sur- 
vivors continue to exercise the office.’’* 

We are not alone in our trusteeship of the gospel; 
God buries His workers, but His work goes on. 


4. “As a rule, all must join in doing any act; but if 
the trust is of a public nature a majority may bind the 
minority.”* 

To be of one accord is apostolic and Biblical, but not 
being one hundred per cent in one accord does not mean 
suspension of all activity. 


5. “Each trustee is liable only for his own acts or de- 
faults.”* 

Each trustee of the gospel is personally accountable 
for the discharge of his trusteeship. He does not have to 
answer for anybody on the reckoning day. 


6. “Another rule is that a trustee is not allowed to 
make a gain of his office’* (with certain exceptions). 

“Freely ye have received, freely give,” Matthew 10:8. 
The exception: “The Lord ordained that they which 


preach the gospel should live of the gospel,” 1 Corinthians 
9:14, 


7. “As a rule, trustees must pay interest whether they 
invest the funds or not (if they have had time to in- 
vest) to the cestui que trust.’* 

“Thou wicked and slothful servant, thou knewest that 
I reap where I sowed not, and gather where I have not 
strawed: Thou oughtest therefore to have put my money 
to the exchangers, and then at my coming I should have 
received mine own with usury,” Matthew 25:26, 27. 

It is a glorious and fearful thing that the Almighty 
has conferred on us trusteeship of the gospel. Let us be 
faithful to that trust.
